The very day before the first story 
i appeared a high government official 
I expressed the opinion in my hearing 
j that the hope for understanding be* 
I tween the United States and Russia 
depended largely on Stalin. This was 
i after the long series of disagree 
I inents beginning with the breakup 
of the Foreign Ministers’ meeting in 
London, the refusal of Russia to take 
active part in the United Nations 
Food organization meeting in Que­ 
bec, the objections to various moves 
marie by the members of the United 
Nations Executive Council. Every- 
wlu re “ Russia objects” seemed to 
be the one answer which Russia’s 
representatives had to offer to the 
suggestions made by the American 
and other governments. 
When the real history of the in­ 
ternational conferences, beginning 
with the Moscow conference wdiich 
Secretary of State Hull attended, 
ti i oug ' Yalta and Potsdam, is writ­ 
ten, I think it can be showm that 
Stalin, frequently against the advice 
of his councillors, was the one wfio 
broke the deadlocks and proposed or 
accepted compromises which were 
made necessary by his own col­ 
leagues’ stubbornness. 
It w ill be recalled that wrh< n the 
invitations to the meeting at San 
Francisco went out it was announced 
that Russia would not send her for­ 
eign minister as head of the delega­ 
tion, but would leave that post to 
Ambassador Gromyko in Washing­ 
ton. 
This made a bad impression, 
for it looked as if Stalin were damn­ 
ing the affair with faint support. 
However, after the American news­ 
papers sounded off on the Abject, 
Stalin had a change of heart—or per­ 
haps the death of Roosevelt, which 
occurred in the interim, affected his 
course. 
Molotov wfas duly assigned 
to the job. 
Molotov proved no simple prim­ 
rose and more than once, it is re­ 
ported, Stahn’s intervention had to 
be sought to grease the wheels. 
There was another occasion-just 
which one is not revealed—when the 
work was completely stymied and 
finally the President made a direct 
appeal to Stalin to accept the sug­ 
gestions of the majority on a point 
that appeared to have hopelessly 
deadlocked the meeting.

According to the reports touching 
on Litvinov’s position, the Polit-Bu­ 
reau was sharply divided into “ isola­ 
tionists” and those who looked upon 
the rest of the world with a less 
jaundiced view, At that time Stalin 
was said to be walking a light-rope 
oetwcen me two and choosing euie- 
fully toward which side he would 
lean. 
Litvinov, w’ho believed that 
Russia could not live by herself and 
who had always encouraged a sym- 
pathetic attitude tow’ard the outside 
world, had been completely shelved 
for his ideas. 
Little more was heard of these 
rumblings until after the end of the 
war, when the Red army became 
the symbol of Russian salvation. 
Then it appeared that the isolation­ 
ist Russia, the big-army Russia, the 
Russia wrhich wouldn’t take anything 
off anybody, had a new and power­ 
ful backer—the officers (and per­ 
haps some of the rank and file as 
w*ell) of the Red army.

Isolationists 
Bloc Groups 


There is reason to believe that 
thi.'i ‘ no vote 
attitude of a number 
of the Soviet leaders who opposed 
what mn ny have considered too 
dei p ent. nglement in international 
affairs, which has been in evidence 
for a Ion" time, finally wrecked the 
Foreign Minister** conference. 
As early as the time of the San 
Francisco meeting there were hints 
of a growing “ isolationist’’ opposi­ 
tion inside Russia. 
Word reached 
certain m em bers of the conference 
by a roundabout way, but from a 
thoroughly reliable source, concern­ 
ing the status of former Foreign 
Minister Litvinov, Russia’s crack 
diplomat, who negotiated the re­ 
sumption of relations with the Unit­ 
ed States after the long hiatus fol­ 
lowing World War I 
At one time it 
was reported that Litvinov had been 
purged. This was not so. 
But what 
had happened was that the “Russia 
objects’’ element had managed to 
shelve him because of his more lib­ 
eral views. 
This apparently was the beginning 
of what many called a “palace revo­ 
lution,” and wffiich some people be­ 
lieve is now flaring up into full 
flame. 
The story of the events which led 
up to the Litvinov affair has never 
been confirmed, but it is reasonable 


The assumption on the part of 
some observers is that with the as­ 
cendancy of the Red arm y element, 
not only the isolationists, but the 
Communist party as a whole, lost 
influence. 
There has always been 
jealousy between the two, though, of 
course, their membership overlaps 
in many cases. 
You will recall that 
at the beginning of the war civilian 
commissars were attached to army 
units and they censored all orders 
issued by the officers. 
This proved 
to be not only highly unpopular 
with the military, but also impracti­ 
cal. 
The civilian commissars were 
then withdrawn and only those with 
military trailing were appointed. 
Their authority, in effect at least, 
became merged with that of the 
military. 
Now the high army officers are 
recognized as occupying virtually 
the same plane as the high party 
officials. 
Just where Stalin stands as a re­ 
sult of this change in the fabric of 
Russian national policy it is impos­ 
sible to say. 
It has been rumored 
that he ha,s relinquished his function 
as commander-in-chief. 
It has also 
been rumored that he is ready to 
drop out of the picture completely 
and choose a successor. In that con­ 
nection it was hinted that General 
Zhukov, Russia's Eisenhower, was 
a fTIicted with a “ diplomatic illness” 
when he suddenly gave up a widely 
advertised trip to the United States, 
which it was said he had looked for- 
ward to with considerable zest.

BARUCH PREDICTS INFLATION 
WASHINGTON. — Elder 
S tates­ 
m an Bernie B aruch revealed some 
interesting figures on inflation re­ 
cently in an off-the-record session 
with 14 younger congressm en at his 
Shoreham hotel apartm ent. B aruch s 
prediction was that the nation was 
hell-bent for inflation—and soon. 
Piecem eal 
increases 
in 
wages, 
profits and the cost of living have 
been 
uneven, 
B aruch 
said, 
with 
wages lagging behind. For that rea­ 
son he no longer favored his prew ar 
idea of a freeze on both prices and 
wages. 
Our only hope, said the el­ 
der statesm an, is th at we can w eath­ 
er the next six to nine m onths with­ 
out running into serious inflation. If 
we do that, our chances of a strong 
recovery from the w ar boom are 
good. 
"The huge pent-up demand for 
products which we will see dur­ 
ing the next nine months is a 
very serious threat," said Ba­ 
ruch, stressing the im portance 
of holding prices down. 
He am azed his listeners by say­ 
ing that he is com pletely opposed to 
tax reduction of any n atu re a t this 
time. 
"N ot only does the govern­ 
m ent lose needed revenue, but it is 
an unhealthy thing for our general 
econom y," argued B aruch. 
Rep. Andy Biemiller of Milwaukee 
asked w hat B aruch thought cif the 
statem ent by G eneral M otors’ pres­ 
ident C. E. Wilson th a t if wages are 
raised 30 per cent, prices m ust go up 
30 per cent. 
Baruch talked at some 
length on the general question of ris­ 
ing prices, but gave no direct an­ 
swer. 
Finally, Biemiller repeated 
his question. 
" I ’m afraid I c a n ’t agree with Mr. 
Wilson," Baruch said. 


WAGE NOT PRICE INCREASE 
" Is n ’t it true that industry can 
give a 30 per cent wage increase 
without having to raise prices m ore 
than about 7 ‘2 per ce n t?" Biemiller 
persisted. 
"You are approxim ately right," 
Baruch agreed, 
" I believe the fig­ 
ure you m ay have heard is actually 
8% per cent." 
Baruch also told his guests 
that he felt we were making a 
m istake in speeding manpower 
demobilization. “ With the world 
in its present situation," he said, 
"it seem s to m e it would be 
wiser to proceed slowly with de­ 
mobilization, in order that we 
not weaken ourselves at a lim e 
when power is apparently still 
an important thing.” 
He agreed also with an idea pro­ 
posed by one of his guests, E stes Ke- 
fauver of Chattanooga, to have cab- 
| inet m em bers and other high of­ 
ficials appear on the floor of con- 
I gress w here they can be questioned 
: by congressm en.

I would m ake for m uch greater co­ 
operation between the executive and 
departm ents,

LEADING GERMAN TELLS 
OE NAZI QUALIFICATIONS 
WASHINGTON.-T h e first studied 
picture of how things were run in­ 
side the madhouse of the Nazi state 
has been obtained by our intelligence 
people from captured leaders. 
This clears much of the foolish­ 
ness glibly aired by Hitler officers in 
their interviews with news reporters 
I —or, at all accounting, the state- 
f ment of one Dr. Schacht does. 
Schacht 
was 
the 
only 
high 
German who had an intelligent 
mind. 
It was he who contrived 
the clever financial and econom ­ 
ic subterfuges by which Hitler 
built a bankrupt state into a 
World threat in a few years, He 
Is Dr. Hjalm er Horace G reeley 
(imagine 
that 
old 
American 
j o u r n a l i s t i c m i d d l e n a m e ) 
Schacht. 
He quit Berlin when 
the arm s expenditures started 
g^ing mad at Hitler's direction, 
and was found interned by our 
invading arm ies. 
His opinion of top Nazis: 
Hitler: 
“ I would not believe Hit­ 
ler dead if he told me so him self." 
Herman Goering, the fat right- 
hand man of Hitler: “A fool, a cow­ 
ard, and alw ays a liar. 
He was in 
ad things ignorant, and a charla­ 
tan." 
Goebbels, the propagandist: 
"A 
terrible liar but the best brain in the 
governm ent, as well as a most cou­ 
rageous man." 
Himmler, who handled the disci­ 
pline through secret police, purges 
and terror: 
“A dreadful, horrible 
m an." 


HITLER S FAILING MIND 
Thyssen, who financed Hitler into 
power and 
then broke with 
him 
i when the pogrom started: "A weak­ 
ling of inherited w ealth." 
(Thyssen 
incidentally w as captured by Hitler 
i in the occupation of P aris in 1940 
and was kept in a concentration 
cam p, where our people found him a 
; very old and frail m an.) 
Schacht, I think, gives the goods 
on tile Nazi leaders m ore honestly 
and accurately than any other one. 
Of the limitations of H itler's mind, 
he says Der F u eh rer never realized 
the w ar was lost, although the oth­ 
ers realized it a year or m ore be­ 
fore the end. 
Hitler never dared hold a cab­ 
inet meeting after 1938 because 
those with intelligence in his 
own group constantly opposed 
his wild planning. General Udet, 
for one instance, dared express 
opposition merely to the Goer­ 
ing shortsighted air policy, and 
after correctly predicting Goer­ 
ing would lose German air su­ 
periority by 1944, shot himself. 
They were all very ordinary m en, 
less than average in acum en and 
w arped bitterly 
and 
egotistically. 
The only way they could keep them ­ 
selves in power to work their mad 
destiny was by crushing all common 
sense and stilling any voice of rea­ 
son. Not one, in character, foresight 
or any genuine virtue, could com­ 
pare with the great men of history. 
From Schacht also comes the first 
clear picture of secret German fi­ 
nance, the bookkeeping magic by 
which the Nazis defied arithmetic— 
for a time. 
He says Hitler started 
really arming for the war first in 
1937 and 1938 when his budgets con­ 
tained 
three billion marks (both 
years) for armaments. 
This was 
at the timp when Mr. Roosevelt was 
subm itting amiable psans for world 
peace and thinking the rem oval of 
trade barriers would dr> it. 
The Swiss quotation on the mark 
then was around three cents, which 
would mean the annual arms budget 
was around $90,000,000 in our cur­ 
rency—two-fifths of which went for 
the air force then, as thereafter, un­ 
til the end of the war. 
The money 
was raised by bond issues bearing 
3% per cent interest and the banks 
were required to take them. 
Schacht protested to Hitler in 1938 
that the system he had set up to 
beat bankruptcy could 
not stand 
such expenditures, and after a cou­ 
ple of scenes with Hitler, he quit. 
The amount of currency outstanding 
then was only 8 billion m arks, but 
thereafter Hitler inflated it IO tim es, 
to 80 billion marks. 
The debt when Schacht left was 
around 90 billion m arks and Hitler 
ran it up to 450 billion at the war’s 
end, quintupling it. This would seem 
to make the Nazi war cost around 430 
billion marks, of which about 70 bil­ 
lion was raised by inflation, and 360 
billion by seizing the savings and 
working money of citizens through 
bond issues imposed on the banks. 
At a three-cent mark, the cost 
could be computed roughly at som e- 
l where around $12,900,000,000. 
America’s war effort has increased 
the debt from about $250,(KH),OOO,OOO, 
without 
considering 
tax 
receipts 
which 
reached 
$45,000,000,000 last 
year. Of course Hitler was not re­ 
quired to finance the world, and 
gave little aid even to his ally, Italy. 
The lesson which can be learned 
from the sound Schacht evidence is 
twofold : 


(a) Nazidom shows what defective 
mentalities can do when they attain 
absolute power and exclude reason. 
(b) You cannot long cheat arith­ 
m etic even in a controlled state.
